T H IS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


(Floyd C. Shoem aker) 
When Congress, 115 years ago this 
week, passed an act for the relief of ( 
earthquake 
sufferers 
in 
Southeast, 
Missouri, that august body unw itting­ 
ly played into the hands of specula-J 
tors and land sharks, of which Mis-, 
souri had her share in those roman-, 
tic days. 
The result, to quote Houck j 
the historian, was that “ the actual 
sufferers were in nearly 
every 
in-l <, 
stance defrauded 
The New Madrid earthquake 
be­ 
gan December 16, 1811. and continued! 
interm ittently through 1812 and in-j 
to 1813. 
Only the fact that the area 
affected was rather sparsely settled 
prevented great loss of life and pro-j 
perty, for the disturbance has beenj 
ranked am ong the more violent 
ofj 
earth-shaking phenomena, 
I he 
dis*. 
tressed settlers themselves called it 
“ the big shake”, and during its m o re| 
violent 
manifestations 
fled 
wildly j 
from , their homes in search of shel-j 
ter. 
Although the inhabitants of 
the, 
u nfortunate region became accustom -( 
ed to the shocks after a while, 
and 
m ay have appeared passive in 
their 
attitude toward them, a- some assert 
it 
nevertheless appears 
that 
they 
were distressed and regarded 
theii 
holdings with superstitious tear, ii 
indeed, they were 
lucky 
enough to>£ 
find them still high and dry a fte r the 
disturbance. 
Those who could m ov­ 
ed away. 
New Madrid declined on account o f ¡ ^ 
the earthquake. 
There was real rea­ 
son, then, for the Act of Congress of 
F eb ru ary 17, 1815, “ for the relief of 
the inhabitants of the late county of o 
New Madrid, in th»> Missouri terri- o 
tory, who suffered by earthquakes' 
and its provisions 
were, 
properly, 
very liberal. 
This Act of Congress 
offered 
to 
persons owning land in the affected 
area the opportunity of taking 
up 
an equal amount of government lan»l 
elsewhere in the Stati in retu rn lor 
t he injured property, title to which Y 
w as to revert to the governm ent. 
But before the inhabitants of New 
Madrid county heard of the benevo­ 
lent Act of Congress, word of it ha*l|^ 
reached speculators in St. Louis, who 
poured into the -tricken area to b u y 
out the settlers. 
Houck w rites that, 
they “purchased their property at a 
la te of from forty to sixty dollars per 
claim, a claim sometimes em bracing 
as much as 
six 
hundred and 
forty 
acres of land’ . and good, fertile land 
at that, most of it. 
Certificates of dislocation w ere 
is­ 
sued at the St. Louis land office 
to 
holders of devastated tracts in South 
east Missouri, and these, of course 
now went to the speculators. 
With 
them, they 
seized 
upon 
the 
most 
valuable public property in the State 
in exchange. 
“ Many of the locations 
wer** made on the most fertile lands j o 
in Boone, Howard and other 
c o u n -,$ 
ties”, writes W. F. Switzler. 
“ Land 
pirates and speculators infested 
the 
country, and. taking advantage 
of 
the w ants of the 
sufferers 
by 
the 
earthquake, bought up and speculat­ 
ed on their ‘claim s.’ ” M any claims 
were 
manufactured by 
fraud 
and 
perjury, and sustained by 
w hatever 
pr< of was needed to establish 
them, 
so that in the end the a g g re g ate area 
of the claims was no 
doubt 
larger 
than the entire surface of New Mad­ 
rid County’*. 
But the worm turned, feebly, 
at 
last. 
“The dem and for 
certificates 
being very g re a t”, Houck says, “the 
more 
unscrupulous 
and 
dishonest 
New Madrid settlers would sell their 
claims several tim es to new specula­ 
tors anxious t»j buy. 
All this led to 
endless litigation..............One 
Fruncí; 
Langlois attem pted to secure the Hot 
Springs of A rkansas with

M adrid certificate” . 
A century and 
more 
has passed 
since this episode in Missouri history 
was enacted, and 
land 
values 
in 
S< utheast Missouri have so changed 
that the haste with which persons in 
those lays sought to get rid of their 
holdings would now appear unseem ­ 
ly. 
Indeed, the land abandoned 
by 
the inhabitants a fte r the New M ad­ 
rid earthquake is now some 
of 
the 
richest in production iti the State.
